Bestox, November 2.—A great storm swapt 
the New Iongland coast today. Many light 
erafts were driven ashore. No loss of lite is 
thus far reported. 

At Portsmouth, N. H., four veesela went 
eshore. Jortland, Me, reports two vessels 
ashore. Dover, N. H1., reports a seventy-mile 
gale, Provincctown, Mass., telegraphs that 
150 vessels ran in there for harbor, and that 
: collisions were numerous. The United States 
revenue cutter Gallatin did great: ‘servica, 
hauling boats off shore, and placing 
others in good anchorege ground. New Lon- 
con says the storm wes the-severest in many 
years, and the schooner Adceliza was beached 
and broken to pieces, in Boston the storm 
was the severest ofany that can be remem- 
bered.

The Funera) Services Over General 
B, Mec Olelian, ce a 
New York, November 2..At tan o'clock 
this morning the body of General George B. 
McClellan was removed trom the house of Mr. 
W.C. Prime, in East 23d street, to Madison 
Square Presbyterian church, where the last 
fureral services were performed by the tor, 
Rev. De Charles H. Parkhurst. Although the 
morning broke dark and gloomy, with occas- 
ional bursts of rain, yet hundréds of ple 
gathered ey in the neighborhood of the. 
church and Mr. Prime’s house. Squads of 
police officers began to arrive early, and 
were placed in position to preserve order. 
Two bundred and fifty were displayed in 
lines extending from Mr. Prime’s house to 
the chureh, two blocks away, while other 
officers guarded the church doors and the 
passages leading tothem, Noone, not even 
the intimate friends of the family, were ad- 
mitted within the doors of the 
Prime mansion, and only the 
family and pallbearers were present 
when reverently and with tender hands the 
Vlack covered casket upom which rested a 
sheaf of wheat and few immortelles was lifted, 
and slowly borne to the street. On either 
band were the pall bearers, consisting of 
General W. 8S. Hancock, General Fitz Joha 
Porter, General W. B. Franklin, General J. E, 
Johnston, Gener#] Anson G. McCook, General 
Martin T. McMahon, 8. L. M. Barlow, Hon. 
W.C. Kelsey, Colonel E. H. Wright,Thatcher 
W. Adame, W.C. Prime Hon. A. 8S. Hewitt, 
John T. Agnew and W.C. Alsop, Behind the 
pe bearers followed Mre. McClellan, Miss 
ary McClellan and Max McClellan, Captain 
Arthur McClellan, General Marcy and the 
family eervants. 
In this order the cortege left the house, and 
was mct outside by the state commandery of 


the Loyal legion of the United States, and- 


represeniatives of Meagher’s Irish brigade, 
which served under Genoral McClellan. Both 
of these organizations preseded the body to 
Madison avenue, where, between open ranks, 
the funerai cortege passed inte the church 
ard up the aisle, where stood the officiating 
clergyman. Thechurch was filled in every 
pert, and prominent men were seen every- 
where. Among them were Governor Loon 
Abbett, of New Jersey, ex-Governor Ludlow, 
of New Jersey, General Lloyd Aspinwall, 
Generals C. W. Stone, Whitelaw Reid, General 
Averi], Generals Fry and McKeever, Judge 
Shipman, Generals Webb, Wilson and Hamil- 
ton, John Jacob Astor, and Generals 
Shaler, Cochrane, Slocum, Banks and 
Molineux, Carleten, Swayne, Graham and 
Wainwright. Geerge Washington Post G. A, 
R., of which the deceased was a mombar, was 
aleo present. Theehurch was without decora~ 
tions or emblems. of mourning, save a few 
flowers at the altar. The services were of 
the simplest description, occupying half an 
hour. “Jesus, Lover of my Soul,” and “O 
mother, dear Jerusalem,” two of the 
hymns which General McClellah best 
liked, were suvg, after Which 
prayers were effered by Rev. Dr. Parkhurat, 
andthe |5th chapter of the First Corinthians 
was read by Kev. Dr. Whittaker. The final 
rites were conducted in the simplest ‘manner. 
When the serviee was ended, the undertaker’s 
afsistants, placing the coflin on their shoulders, 
marched slowly down the main aisle to the 
door. The congregation, which filled every 
part of the church, remained standing until 
the pall bearers and members of the bereaved 
family bad left the buildiag. 

Outside the church the street was lined with 

ecople. The police maintained good order. 

he family, a delegation of nels bors from 
Orange and the committée of the Loyal Legion 
took carrisges end were driven tothe Pean- 
sylvenia railroad depot where a special train 
stood waiting to receivethe party. The train 
steamed out of the depot for Trenton at noon, 
where the burial will take placa. 

As the funeral {procession moved from the 
church to the depot, it was received with 
merked ccurtesy by the people whe hurried 
along the sidewalks. Hats were lifted and 
many a tesr fell from the eyes of the veterans 
who once served under the dead general. The 
simplicity of the precession was noticeable. 
Nothing about it gave amy indication whatever 
of the dead hero. There were no soldiers in 
line, ro bands of music,no draped colors. The 
funeral proceesion, so far as any outward dis- 
play was concerned, might have been that of 
any well-to-do citizen. 

PASSING THROUGH JERSEY CITY. 

Jersey Ciry, N.J., November 2.—The re- 
meins ef General Geerge b. McClellan, ac- 
companied by a large body of friends and rel- 
ativer, leftthe Pennsylvania railway station, 
Jersey City, for Trenton, at 12:30 today, on a 


special train of four cars. The remains were , 


placed in the car next to the engine. jThere 
were many beautiful fioral designs, which 
were conveyed from the ehurch and placed 
arcund the casket in the car. 
The company of mourners were 
met at Jersey City by many eminent Jersey- 
men. All the pall bearers accompanied the 
remains. They occupied the second car. The 
widow, son and daughter and Dr. McClellan, 
with a few intimate friends, occupied the car 
with the remains. A large crowd was in the 
depot and reverently took their hats off as the 
casket was conveyed from the hearse to the 
train. It wes followed by twenty-cight mom- 
bers of the Loyal league. 
THR FINAL SEPULTURE. 

Trenton, N. J,, November 2.—The train 
conveying the remains of General McClellan 
arrived here at 1:30 p.m. It was met by the 
mayor and members of the common council. 
There were about thirty carriages in waiting. 
The casket was placed in the hoarse by a 
committee of Bayard post No. 8. The pro« 
cession was then formed, and moved through 
the principal streets to the cemetery. The 
eily bolls were tolled, and a salve of guns were 
fired at the state arsena). The streets were 
lined with people, and on many houses flags 
floated at balf mast. The casket was placed 
inabrick lined and cemented grave, and 
flowers were scattered about in profusion. 
Several elaborate floral devices surrounded 
the tomb. The last rites were brief and 
solemn. Rev. Mr. Markland,of Baltimore,read 
the burial service of the Presbyterian church, 
and Rev- John Hall, of Trenton, offered 
prayer. There was a large concourse in the 
cemetery. Among those present were several 
distingushed military men and civilians. 

THE OLD BELL TOLLED.

It is fitting and proper that the nation 
thus iavored should, on one day in every year, 
2uG for that purporespecially appointed, publicly 
acknowledge the goodness of God and retarn 
thanks to Him for all Bis gracious gifts. 

3 herefore, I, Grover Cleveland, president of the 
United States of America, do hereby desigaate. 
apd setapart Thursday, the twenty-sixth day of 
November instant, asaday of public thanksgiv- 
ing and prayer, and do inveke the observance of 
the same by ail the people of the land. Oa that 
Cay let all+tecular business be suspended, and let 
the people assemble at their usual places of wora 
ship, and, with preyer and songs of praise, de< 
voutly testify their gratitude to the Giverof every 
gocd and periect gilt far allthat he has done for 
usin the year that hes passed ;i/or our preservation 
asa united npation,and for our deliverance from the 
shock and danger of political convulsion, for tae 
blessings of peace and for our safety and quiet 
white vers aud rumess cf wars have azitated and 
efilieted other patious of the earth: for our seeuri- 
ly against ihe ecourge of tileneo, which in ott« 
er jends bas claimed its death by tuousinag eud 
filed the streets with mourners, for dius plante: 
ous Crops which reward the labor 
of the husbandman, and increase our nation’s 
wealtb; and for contentment throughout our bor- 
ders which follow in the train of prospetty end 
abuncance; and let there also be, on the day thus 
sctapart,a reunion of families sanctified and 
chastened by tender memories and associations, 
and let the sicial intercourse of friends, with 
pleasant reminiscenses and ties of 
affection and strengthen the bouds of 
kindly feciipg, and let us, by no 
means forget, while we givethanks, enjoy tne

SBRVIA INSTIGATED BY THE RUSs 
SIANS. 


Bulgaria Ready to Defend Her Acquisitions, and 
Gervia Equaliy Ready to Attack Them —fhe 
Movements of the furkish Troops—

Loypon, November 2.—Two railway com 
panies have been quietly ordered by the war 
office of Austria to prepare two thousand 
wagons for the accommodation of the military 
transportation department.

Crops ia Liberty. 

HINESVILLE, Ga., November 2.—[Special]~The 
fgermers have recently grown more hopeful than 
usual, The cotion crop, although lighter than it 
would have been, has turned out better than they 
anticipated f00n alter the storm. The bad 
weather has caused the cotton to grade 
lower than usual, a8 a cousiderable portion of 
the crop that wes not harvested when thestorm 
came has been very much injured. All the gins 
in our county are kept busy, andin a few weeks 
the entire crop of the county will have been 
hai vesicd. 

The rice crop has moved oft to market slowly on 
account of the depression in prices, only a small 
part of the crop bas been sold as yet.

- Perched upon the summit ofa hill, two hundred 
feet higher than Americus, this old-time towa, 
with the good sweep of scenery surrounding it, its 
quaint old-fashioned bouses, and the little cluster 
of choice, old-time spirits that makeup its citi- 
zenehip, ell taken together make an interesting 
study. The writer spent several days there, 
most of the time confined to a sick- 
room, and he desires to express his most sincere 
thanks jor the hind treatment received. Especial- 
)y is he indebted to Dr. F, L. Wisdom, one of the 
most sekilin] and humane physicians in southwest 
Georgia, and to Mr. Sam Williams, proprietor of 
the Commercial hotel. Mr. Williams spared no 
pains nor expense to make wy sojourn as pleasant 
as possible. Buena Vista is about thirty seven 
years old. The land that the town stands upon wai 
corated by Mr. Burkhalter, father of our fellow- 
townemar, ard the lots were sold off in 1848. Pre. 
vious tothattime Marioncounty had for county 
sites, Harry, on Cedar creek, then Tazewell, on 
Buck creek, where itremained for many years, 
The central hill, on which stands thered court- 
bourse, wasa commanding eminence and Mr. 
Bui kha)ter reserved it for a residence, but finally 
sold ittothecounty. From the courthouse steps 
one may !ook away tothe westward a distance of 
fuurteen miles and see the  mist-covered 
crests of the blue hills of 
Chattahcochee, and toward the northwest the 
pine covered ridges of Musvuvges roll away in Oll- 
lowy undulations. Northward, for six miles, lie 
the fertile kucbs’and valleys of the head waters 
ol UChee and Buck creesgs. Jn this region is Red- 
bone, pow Brantly, which was quite a notorious 
mvsterground in ye oldentime, Beyond this 
rection Jies the pine desert, stretching across the 
coubtry from northeast to southwest, traversing 
in iff entirety three or four States, 
avd beirg from ten to fifteen miles in breadth. 
People tre beginning to find out that there are 
some fe landsin thisgeeming desert, andit is 
beginning to be settled up by small farmers. The 
water that runs from the courthouse in Buena 
‘Vista helps to feed the Uchee on the north, 
Muctalce on the south,Crooked creekaund Kineha- 
foonee on the west,and another small creek on the 
east Itreems to bea kind of dividing ridge, or 
soit of headquarters for the sources of the various 
Streams that water the country between the Fiint 
and Chattahoochee, When the county site was first 
located bere it was called Taylor for Genera! Zack- 
ery, of Mexican war fame; but when the first 
court mef, the lawyers got to discussing the name 
and as the battle or Buena Vista was first inthe 
minds of the people some one proposed that name 
forthe new county site, and it was enthusiasti- 
cally adopted. I have been struck with the ap- 
propriateness of the name,as I gazed at the ‘‘beau- 
tiful views’? amid its surroundings. This 
court was held in 4 little 
old church thatis still standing, having been 
moved up on the tquare by ‘the negroes who still 
use it for a church. I see no _ reason 
why Buena Vista should not grow 
and thrive, surrounded as it is by 
such a fertile region, peopled witha race of far- 
mers a8 industriousascan be found anywhere 
upon theearth. Andthemen who have the in- 
terests of the town In hand seem to be chuck fall 
of zeal and energy, and they will boom to the full 
extent of their ability. 

The subject ofthe improvement of the harbors 
on the South Atlantic cost has attracted attention 
and is exciting much interest.

propriations and judicious expenditures, The 
dangers and difficulties of navigation add much 
to the cost of transportation, and thus add a tax 
on Commodities which falls on both producer 
and consumer, necessarily Getracting from the 
weaith of the country. The removal of these 
cangers cheapens [freight, facilitates commerce, 
and adds to material wealth, Feeling the force 
of there suggestions; knowing that a vast portion 
of the south aud west are concerned in the 
subject, and believing that a free and 
full conference will result in form<«

“NICARAGUA” SMITH, 


Hew Cne of Walker’s Fillibusters Faced 
: His Fate. 
From the St. Louis Globe Democrat. 

Gatveston, Texas, October 26.—S8trolling 
through the city cemetery yesterday, in com- 
pany witha friend, the Globe Democrat re- 
porter was stopped before a grave in that por- 
tion of the burying: ground known as “p9i- 
ter’s field,”’ which was unmarked except by a 
small wooden cross, and his companion fre- 
marked: 

‘‘Here is the place where William Smith is 
buried. He was a hard citizen, and was com- 
monly called ‘Nicaragua Smith,’ from haying 
served under the filibuster, Walker, ia his in- 
vasion of the Central American states. Afier 
the defeat and death of Walker, Smith drifted 
to Galveston, where he spent most ot his time 
gambling, and just at the breaking out of the 
war was run out of town by a vigilance com-- 
mittee on suspicion of having been connected 
with a number of burglaries which had been 
perepetrated. . 

‘Joining an artillery company, composin 
the nucleus of Cook’s regiment, Smith returne 
to the city, and with his command was sta. 
tioned at the batteries on Pelican Spit, asmall 
sand islet at the entrance of the harbor, and a 
couple of miles distant from tne city. After a 
few months’ duty he bacame tired of the ser- 
vice, and onedark night stole asmal!l boatand 
made his way to the federal blockading flest 
at archor off the jouter bar. Ho was then 
sentio New Orleans, and nothing was heard. 


* of him for months. : 


“On the 3déday of January, 1363, just after 
the battle of Galveston, as the steamer Har-, 
riet Lane and her captor,the confederate cot- 
ton cled Bayou City ley in the harbor, with 
the prow of the rebel gunboat jammed into 
the wheel hotise of the Lane, so that neither 
of them could move, the steamship Cambria, 
from New Orleans, arrived off the bar 
with several hundred United States 
troops under command of General Edmund J. 
Devis, afterwards governor of the state. A 
small boat was sent ashore under command 
of Smith, and pulled alongside of the Harriet . 
Lane, which still floated the American flag, 
and rc«uested that a pilot ba sent out for *he 
purpose of bringing the Cambria over the bar. 

“The boat’s crew were immediately made 
prisoners, and Captain John Paine, an old 
stesmbcat man, volunteered to go out and 

ilot the federal vessel into port so sho could 

captured, and did succeed in: boarding her. 
As soon as he stepped upon her decks hs was 
recognized as an uncompromising rebel, and 
the commander of the Cambria finding that 
Galveston had been recaptured, headed his 
ship for New Orleans, taking Paine along as 
prisorer, | 

_ "A few days after hie capture a court mar-. 
tial wes convened for the purpose of trying. 
‘Nicaragua Smith’ for desertion. He was 

ound guilty of all the charges and specifica: 
tions and condemned to die, In February, 
1863, in presence of all the troops of the post, 
he was marched to the place of execution on 
@ open space near the grave yard, now all 
built upon, and placed ia front of the firiag 
party. He refused to have his eyes bandaged, 
and on being asked if he had any§last ge 
to make, replied with an oath: ‘Yes; bury 
me face down!’ | 

“The command ‘Fire’ was then given, and 
Bmith, at the report of the guns, {ell forward 
Upon bis face stone dead, five Enfield rifle 
balis having pierced his body. The corpse 
Was then turned over to the widow, who fol- 
lowed it to its last resting place in ‘Pottor’s 
field,’ the only mourner.’’

How (ne of Walker’s Fillibusters Faced 
His Fate, 
> St. Louis Globe Democrat. 

Gai\rston, Texas, October 26.—Strolling 
through the city cemetery yesterday, in com- 
pacy wiiba friend, the Globe-Democrat -re- 
porter was stopped before a grave in that por- 
tion of the burying ground known as “pot- 
ter's feld,’’ which was unmarked except by a 
fmali wooden cross, and his companion re- 
marked 

“Here is the place where William Smith is 
buried, He was a hard citizen, and was com- 
mony called ‘Nicaragua Smith,’ from haying 
kervec under the filibuster, Walker, io his in- 
vasion of the Central American states. After 
the defert and death of Walker, Smith drifted 
to Galveston, where he spent most ot his time 
gambling, and just at the breaking out of the 
war Was run out of town by a vigilance com- 
mittee on suspicion of having been connected 
with a number of burglaries which had been 
perepetrated, 

“Joining an artillery company, composin 
the nucleus of Cook’s regiment, Smith returne 
tothe city, and with his command was sta- 
tioned at the batteries on Pelican Spit, asmall 
Band islet at the entrance of the harbor, and a 
couple of miles distant from tne city. After a 
few months’ duty he bacame tired of the ser- 
Vice, and One dark night stole asmall boatand 
Mace his way to the federal blockading fleet 
&t archor off the jouter bar. He was then 
sentio New Orleans, and nothing was heard 
ofhim for months. 

“On the 3d8day of January, 1863, just after 
the baitle of Galveston, as the steamer Har- 
riet Lane and her captor, the confederate cot- 
ton cisd Bayou City lsy in the harbor, with 
the prow of the wn gunboat jammed into 
the wheel house of the Lane, 80 that neither 
of them could move, the steamship Cambria, 
irom New Orleans, arrived #ff the bar 
With teveral hundred United States 
troops under command of General Edmund J. 
Devis, afterwards governor of the state. A 
fmall boat was sent ashore under command 
of Smith, and pulled alongside of the Harriet 
Lane, which still floated the American flag, 
and rc\\uested that a pilot ba sent out for the 
purpose of bringing the Cambria over the bar. 

“The boat’s crew were immediately made 
prisoners, and Captain John Paine, an old 
Sleen.oet man, volunteered to go out and 
pilot the federal vesse! into port so sho could 
be captured, and did succeed in boarding her. 
As soon as he stepped upon her decks he was 
recognized as an uncompromising rebel, and 
tLe commander ofthe Cambria finding that 
Galve ston had been recaptured, headed his 
ship lor New Orleans, taking Paine along as a 
Privorer,

THB WOLF SPIDER. 


Eke Jumps frem a Perpendicular Wall and 
is Smutched Back by His Web. 
From Longman’s Magazine. 

Euddenly 2 ge on the wall a dark 
grey fly, or perhaps a beetle. It moves with 
wonderful quickness, but always by fits and 
starts, sometimes one way and then another. 
All at once it darts a few inches from the wall 
end then flies back egein to the same spot. 
This ection is several times repeated, and is 
eo quick that the creature’s wings can 
not be seen. . lapproach the wall more close- 
ly, end find thet the creatureis neither fly 
por beetle, noreven an insect. Itis a hunt- 
ing spicer, and,of course, has no wings. How, 
then, did it fly from the wall and back again? 
I have long been iamiliar with these pretty 
and active spiders. I have often seen them 
sidje cautiously toward a fly, leap upon it,and 
haveasharp tussle with it before it suc- 
cumbed to the veromed fangs. Window 
fills, especially when facing southward, are 
happy hunting grounds for thisspider. I had 
often seen spider and fiy tumble together of! 
the window sill, and presently the spider re 
turn, stillclasping its prey. It had saved 
itself from falling tothe ground by spinning 
@ threed as it rolied off thesiil, and was able 
toregain its position by climbing up the 
thread. But until lately I had never 
geen it leap from a 
diculer wall and to p- 
pearance uy back again. Thethread affords 
the means by which ¢éhis remarkable feat is 
performed. It is extremely elastic, and when 
the epider has reached the end of its leap the 
thresd contracts and jerks it back egain, just 
os achild throws a ball away from him, and 
draws it back to his hand by an India rubber 
thread which is attached to it. How I had 
failed to notice this action for so many years | 
can not imegine. Even the common 
wolt spider will act in the same 
wey. 1 caught a glimpse of the creature 
crouching in the wall under the shadow of a 
vine leaf, so that I could not identify it. Sud- 
denly it darted trom the wall and alighted on 
the ground at some little distance, the elastic 
thread causing it to describe a slow ani grace- 
ful curve, just asif it had wings. Ags it darted 
from the wa)l I put the net overit, and, much 
to my surprise, found thet t% was no insect, 
but a wolf spider.

THE SOUTHERN ISSUE. 


Mr, Jobn Sherman, speaking his campaigu 
pieces in Virginie, has seen fit to subject 
them to a very severe modification. In Ohio, 
he was very sure that the southern rebels, 
bulldozers and assassins had managed to sup- 
press ibe nogro vote, either by keeping the 
colored voters away from the poils, or by 
refusing to count their ballots. In Virginia, 
he*suppreeses these wholesale appeals to 
prejudice, and says that all the republican 
party cemands is a free ballot anda fair 
count. Cer‘ainly nobody canvobject to this 
position. Upon this depends honest govern- 
ment, and Mr. Sherman will find that the 
south is es willing to goes far in this direc- 
tion as the sectionalists of the north. 

Governcr elect Foraker, however, is nota 
trimmer, and when he leaped into the polit- 
ical aretain New York, he set off the red- 
lights and tried to shake the continent, To- 
day, Forsker is much more of a representa- 
tive republican then John Sherman. He 
said in New York that the negro yote is sup- 
pressed in the south, and then he went on 
to assert tbat the men who marched up to 
the cennox’s month’ to save the union would 
pot hesitate to take up arms in behalf of a 
free ballot in the south. This is why we said 
that Foreker ard bis friends are advocating 
civil war. 

In some respects the utterances of such 
men atsume avery serious sbape, for they 
bave the ear of agreat many people whom 
culture and prejudice combine to render 
igverent.’@bis means a great deal. For 
ignerent people, no matter what their igno- 
rence springs from, will not be likely to 
learn the truth in regard tothe practical dis- 
eppeararce cf the negro vote in the south’ 
They cannot be conyinced that the negroes 
in the rural cistricts take no sort of interest 
in politics, ner can they be brought to be- 
lieve that the Jack of organization has as 
much to do with the apathy of the negroes as 
it would haye to do with theapathy of a 
number of whites correspondingly ignorant. 

The republicans of the north haye been 
taught to believe that the negroes in the 
scuth do nothing from year’send to year’s 
end but wait for an opportunity to vote the 
republican ticket. They have been taught to 
believe thatanegro vote is a republican 
yote, and the result is, that they expect the 
republican vote in the south to tally with the 
number of negro voters. In short, they 
regard the negro as some new sort of human 
being, whose motives and intentions are dif- 
ferent from those of other human beings, in 
that they are for the republican party at all 
times and under all circumstances. 

In other words, the republican leaders of 
the north and those who lend an ear to their 
mouthings expect the negroes of the south 
to present a solid republican front, in the 
feceof the fact that thereisno republican 
organization in the south, and in the face of 
the further fact that the only white republi- 
cens With whom the negroes have been 
bioughtin contact are a set of reckless and 
unscrupulous adventurers and swindlers, for 
whom they could not possibly have any 
respect, 

There is no doubt of the fact that such 
men e8 Foraker breathe civil war. They 
propose to carry the negroes to the polls at 
the point of the hayonet. The epirit of these 
men is rebuked by various respectable repab- 
licén publications, and if the issue is pushed 
we fhall baye adivision in tbe repubiican 
perty that mesns peace to the country 
ihrough the ascendancy of the democratic 
party. Wesha)ll watch developments with 
much interest.

The democrats and greenbackers 
united are trying to defeat the republicans, 
and if they succeed they will capture a gov- 
ernor and an United States senator, in the 
place of Mr. Allison. Connecticut elects a 
part of its legislature, and the election in that 
state is not very warm or interesting. Colo- 
radoelec's enly a judge, and Nebraska a 
juége and aregent.

Zhe Statuary Marbie Iuterest. 
From the Boston Heraid. 

The recent discovery in thestate of Georgia of 
immense quarries of snow white statuary marb ¢, 
together with the fact that similar quarries have 
been for a long time worked in Vermont, is calca- 
lated to make Americans blush at the reflection— 
spite of their accredited yankee ingenuity—how 


far behind many great historical nations they 
still are in utilizing, tor coining money, 
their natural advantages. so far, it 
seems hardly to have dawned on 
the minds of quarry owners that they can make 
apy otber use of their raw material than tosaw it 
up into slabs for tableshelves, tombstones, wash~ 
bowls and mantelpieces.. And yet, wheu, more 
than 2,000 years ago, quarries of no whit better 
raerble were discovered in Asia Minor,Greece and 
Italy, shrewd men saw at once into what the find 
really meant. Michael Angelo, one of the first au- 
thorities in the world in everything counected 
with the marble business, once asserted in the 
most unqualified terms that there wasa glorious 
statue of anympk, or bero, or god inside every 
block that was ever lifted by derricx from tae 
strata beneath, aud that all it was neressary to do, 
to get at thestatne, was to knock off witno chisel 
and mallet the superfluous stone aroundit. This 
successfully done, the market value of the marbie 
would go up at once 500 per cent over 
what it would bring for wash 
bowls or‘tombstones. No doubt just the same 
thing had been said 1500 years before Michael Au- 
gelo’s time, but the shrewd thing about the Pan 
telic, Parian and Carrara quarry owners of Greece 
end Italy was that, as soou as it was said, they saw 
in a wink just where their business interests lay, 
and went into partnership with men of thestamp 
of Phidies and Praxiteles, who bad thoroughly 
m eetered the business of knocking 
off just enougb, and not too muecn, 
of the merely extraneous marble, to 
rave intact every nose, lip, eye or fingerof the 
inside siatues. There ie no profit in hiring uo- 
skilled labor for this kind of work, or in sueering 
at genius as simply adreamy and unpractical 
thing One wrong stroke may knock a goddess 
into pie. ASlongas men will paya higher price 
for works of genius than for others, why shouid a 
rationualquarry owner bite his -own nose off be- 
cause, individually, he does not Care a straw be- 
tween them, As things are at present, it 
fairly makes t sensibie visitor to 
one of these first class quarries shudder to see 
whatis going on. There, covering whole acres 
lie colosse] marble blocks, white as driven snow, 
white in the adjacent worksheds num berless gangs 
of saws are cutting up their fellows into prosiac 
slabs. Only to think of it! Literal acres of blocks 
lyirgal round, with more Jupiters, Junos, Ve- 
nuses, Fauns, Cupids, Davids and Isaians 
inside them than all the vast museums 
of tbe vatican can boast, and never a 
liberator to set them free! Nothing at 
work but gangs of brutal saws, scarifying, ampu- 
tating, beheadivg nymphs, heroes, saints and de- 
ities Itis worse than thesurgeon’s tent after a 
battlefield. And yet, the visitor retreats from the 
painful scene,only to hesr outdoors a multitudin- 
oue sighing from the spirits entombed in the iute 
rior ot the blocks lying round, articulating itself 
in 8 cry likethat of Sterne’s poor starling: ‘We 
can’t get Gut! we can’t get out!’’ Now, whatisthe 
good of torever boasting about the inventive ge- 
piusoi our national Whitney, with his gin for 
extracting the cottonseed from the cotton, while 
no kindred genius has as yet patented any as 
practical device for shelling out these lovely or 
mejestic divinities from the mere husk that im- 
niaeteg them. Machinery, tru y, isas yet only in 
ts infancy, but, until tae future inventor comes 
along, isit not ashame and a scandal that, in the 
face of ali the teachings of history, our richest 
quailty owners shou!d still refuse to avail them.

Last night a Constitution reporter called 
upon Mr. Scoville, of the Kimball, and asked 
him what he thought of the ordinance. 
“T think that it isa good one” said Mr. Sco- 
ville, “‘and believe that it could only beim. 
proved upon by the legislature making a law 
to cover the whole state. The ordinance I 
hardly think will in any way effect hotels or 
boarding houses that take transient boarders 
as these places are obliged to keep some of 
their lights burning ajl night. For instance 
take this house, I could notturn off the gas 
for a second, On an i average three 
hundred lights burn in this 
house all night. I never turn, off my gas day 
or night at the meter. I have a dozen people 
at work here every night all nightlong. What 
would the office clerks, porters, bell boys, 
ecrubbers and watchmen do if the gas was 
turned off? Then, again, suppose some of my 
guests were sick and the light was turned off 
You can see very easily that such 
£n ordinsnce is not aimed at 
the hotels and boarding houses 
of the city of any consequence. As I fave 
said before I thiak theordinance a good’ one 
snd should suggest to the legislature the pas- 
tage cialaw on thet line. The danger ot! 
men being suffocated by gas it seems would 
suggest the necessity fora general law upoa 
the subject. Guests frequentiy gotobcd and 
Jeave their lights burning, and ifthe gas wa: 
turned off ana then turned on again the dan- 
ger of sufficeation would be very great.”

Yesterday, in the city court, Judge Marshall 
J. Clarke presiding, a suit was tried between 
Bryan Pargs and the city of Atlanta. Parks 
was & fireman employed by the city and was 
dismissed irom the service by the board of 
fremasters on the complaint of Mr. Matt 
Ryan, who was then chief of the. fire depart- 
ment. 

There is a city ordinance which says that 
no men shall be removed -from a position 
without full and fair investigation. Mr. 
Parks brought a suit against the city for the 
failure of the firemaeters to give him a trial 
under the ordinance referredto. He took the 
position that in dismissing him summarily 
they had injured him in a wey that made the 
city liable in damages. Judge Clarke took a 
difierent view of the matier, holding that 
under the ordinance the board had the right 
to limit an employe’s term of employment at 
will, He therefore non-suited Mr. Parks.

THAT HOTELS OUGHT NOT TO cur 
OFF GAS, 


~ 


Ancé the General Counceti Corcurs With Him, end 
ACopts an Ordinance Prohibiting Botels From 
Shutting Off Gas When Everybody is 
in Bed—-What Else Was Done. 


Atlanta hotel-keepers and boardinghouse- 
keepers will find themselves subject toa fine 
of one hundred dollars if they turn off the gas 
in their houses hereafter, 

The law was passed by the general council 
yesterday afternoon. 

And Atlanta is the firet city in the union to 
legislate against this dangerous practice hotel 
men having of turning off gas while guests are 
sleeping. 

THE FATHER OF THE LAW. 

The ordinance was introduced by Mr.Stock- 

dell, of the board of aldermen, and on its first 


reading created quitea breeze. The ordinance 
prescribes a heavy fine upon hotel keepers 
who violate it and directs the chief of police 
to enforce it and at the same time requires him 
to inspect the habits of the hoteisin this re- 
spect. 

“Why,” said Mr. Stockdell, in introducing 
the resolution, ‘‘one-half the deaths we read 
of from asphyxia are dueto the carelessness 
of tbe hotel men. Nearly every man who 
travels leaves hig gas burning dimly when he 
retires. Then ata late hour that night after 

HE GOES TO SLEEP 
the hote] man cuts the gas off in order to save 
his gas bill, The next morning whegp the 
early trains arearriving and departing the 
hotel man turns his gas onagain. The bara- 
ers are open in the rooms where men went to 
sleep with gas burning dimly. They are 
then asleep and .in a short while the gas over- 
comes them and tre next morning they are 
found dead in bed and a coroner’s jury says 
that he blowed out the gas. The habit is too 
dangerous to allow. Let us pass this law and 
put Atlanta on record as the first city that 
ever legislated against this dangerous cus- 
tom.”’ 
OTHER VOICES HEARD. 

Mr. McAtee wanted to know whether the 
city council could pass the law. 

Mr. Garrett wanted to know whether it 


could be enforced it passed. 


Mayor Hillyer ssid that he thought, in fact 
knew, that the law would be correct. 

Mr. Stockdell knew that the chief of police 
could enforce it. 

The ordinance went through by a unani- 
mous vote, and the chairman of the printing 
committee was instructed to publish it. 

THE HOUSES TO BE RENUMBERED. 

Mayor Hillyer called the attention of the 
body to the irregular numbers on the streets, 
and suggested a resolution remedying the evil. 

‘“Why,’’ said the mayor, ‘‘thera is not a 
street in the city that is regularly numbered. 
Some houses have two numbers and some 
have none. Some streets have two and three 
houses with the same number and some have 
no numbers atall. In some instances when 
people move they carry their number along 
with them and bang it up at their new house, 
regardless of its unfitness for the locality.” 

Mr. Mecaslin had often beea distressed by 
the present irregular system, and wanted it 
impreved. 

Mr. McAfee wanted the city streots all re- 
numbered. 

MR. HILLYER THINKS 80 TOO. 

Mayor Hillyerthought a man ought to ba 
eppointed to do the work under the direction 
of the city engineer, and that each property 
owner ought to pay tor his new numpder.

A Oheckered Lite Drawing to a Ciose—Six 
Vears io Prison, 

New Yorn, October 39.—The rector of Grace 
chapel ia one of his periodical visits to Luad- 
low strect jail, became scquainted with and 
deeply’ interested in Augustine R. Macdon. 
ald. geretaliy known at the “Old Scotch- 
men,’ who bas spent the lest six years of an 
advenivreus life behind the bars. La-y- 

er W. H. Arnoux, through sympathy for the 
old Ecotchman’s cave as related by the kiad- 
heerted rector, volunteered to make an effort 
to pet Mir. Mecdonald’s réleaee, Lawyer Jas. 
H. Leird and Jas. C. MacEachen assisted him. 
They sppeared before Judge O'Gorman to- 
day for thet purpose, To oppose them were 
General Charles E. Hovey, of Hovey & Dole, 
lawyerr, of Washington, D. C., and Thos. M. 
Wheeler. Mr. Macdonald isa direct de- 
scendent of a historic Scotch family. His 
grandfather, Adex, Macdonald, the laird of 
Glenaladele, was arnong the first to join the 
standerd of Prince Charlie, His father was 
Ceptain Jobn Macdonald, of Glenaladaie, who 
fled from Scotland to Prince Edward's 
island in 1772 to escape religivus 
reecution, $$ Mr. Macdonald was 

rn in Cheriottetown, Prince E l- 
ward's island, fifty-six years ago. He wa: e- 
ucated in England. Among his celiege 
friends was General Thomas Francis Meagher. 
Hecameto this country and studied law 
under Judge Choate et Boston foratims. He 
went eouth and becamoe‘a successful trader ia 
tobacco and cotton. | Just after the capture of 
Vicksburg, Macdonald was empowered by 
President Lincoln to mete an arrangement 
with the confederate miilitary all - 
thorities by which leyal citizeis and 
neutral subjects of friendly foreign powers 
might buy cotton from southern factories anid 
hold it without fear of destruction by either 
union or confederate armies.. Mr. Macdonald 
succeccded in his mission. He ie said to Lave 
hed sbout $40.000,000 worth of cotton traus- 
ferred to bim in trust in one dey. He bought 
$2,000,000 worth of his own accouat., He 
placed the whole lot under the protection of 
the British flag.

Mr. Arnoux,in behalf of Mr. Macdonald, 
enid that he had taken up the old Scothman’s 
cere Without expectation of tee or reward, but 
merely in the interest of justice. All that Mac- 
donald wanted was an opportunity to defend 
himself, which he had neglected through ig- 
norance of the law. He had been sufficiently 
punisbed. He would not have suffered longer 
imprisonment if be bad been guilty ot man- 
slaughter. He would be a prisoner for lile ua- 
lees he were permitted to come forth and make 
a cefense to the action. He 
could get his liberty, but 4 
under certain circumstances would ba- 
an acknowledgment of the justice of the 
claim egeinst him. Mr. Arnoux claimed that 
the reversal of the order of the court paying 
ihe money to him could not affect his right to 
it. Judge O’Gorman received the papers in 
the case and reserved his decision. Mr. Mac- 
donald says that Hovey and Dole were en- 
gaged by Lawyer Mayers of Memphis with- 
out his (Macdonald’s)consent. The expenses 
of his lawsuits and his long imprisonment 
have left Mr. Macdonald, his friends assert, 
without a cent.

Eight hundred citizens, white and colored, 
gathered in the basement of the courthouse 
last night to listen tospeeches against prohi-

James B. Parker, acting chairman, opened 
the meeting in an appropriate manner. 

George W. Tate was chosen secretary of the 
meeting. 

The first speaker was W. A. Pledger, who 
spoke at length. He said some 
smart alec, who had notthe nerve to sign his 
real name had madea fling at him because he 
had said that ‘the classic city of Athens, 
where young men were called together from 
home to echeol needed prohibition, but in At- 
lanta it was a matter of business.”’ 

Pledger seid that the man sought through 
his tallacics to take advantage of the preju- 
dices of the illiterate; that the city of Athens 
had white students without en- 
forcement of college rules preventing students 
trom patrolling the streets at night, filled with 
strong drink and beating and shooting negroes 
and the police unable to restrain them, and 
he referred tothe Roundtree trouble and be- 
lievedthat liquor was at the bottom of it;

That question, i willremark in passing, seems 
to concede that property owuers in Atlanta should 
feel a deep interest in the matter, and that their

Yet liquer is sold in 
a building he owns, and I suppose that building 
is referred to. As is well known to this commu- 
nity, in 1880 my father erected the storehouse re- 
ferred to, near the Merchants’ bank, and leased it 
for a term of ten years to Fuller & Oglesby. They 
sub-let the property, as they have both the legal 
and roralrighttoco. So long as they comply 
with their lease my father cannot, by any process 
I know of, dictate to them to whom they shail 
1€nt their rocms, Or what lawful business is car« 
ried onthere, For the term of their lease they 
own the property—in the language of thelaw, 
bave “an estate’ init.

Ihave no interest in any 
saloon, wine orliquor store or manufactory, or 
in any property rented to saloon keepers, or where 
wines or }iquors aresold, Save being a member 
of the Capital City club, where wines and liquors 
are sold cunly to its members and their guests, as 
at a botel, and I am not theattorney of any liquor 
house, or person selling liquors or wines, 
and have no monetary interest in the question 
save as a real estate owner and citizen of Atlanta, 
But I believe the proposed change is unwise, im- 
politic, undemocratic,wrong and an unwarrant- 
able eerienenee with personal liberty, and I am 
against it. that broad enough ground 
to take upon the subject? I have endeavored to 
meet the issue squarely. i will now 
dem onstrate that my views are correct, Isuppose 
that my questioner will concede at the outset that 
the use and sale of wines and liquors {s legal. 
The law regulates the manufacture and sale of 
wines and liquors, but it permits them to be made 
and to be sold and to be used. The statute books 
of Georgia and of the United States and the deci» 
sions ol the courts are full of laws upon the sub« 
ect. 
4 THE TRAFFIC THEN IS A LEGAL ONE. 
About that there can be no question or quibbte. 


Is it morally wrong to use foreign wines or liquors? 
group foreign wines and liquors together 
because the statute law of Georgia which is sought 
to be putin force in this city puts them on the 
same footing and alike condemnsjthe sale of light 
German wines, French wines, or avy other than 
‘DOMESTIC WINES’’ | 
in thesame manner and under the same penal 
ties, as it does the sale of whisky or brandy or 
other alcoholic liquor. 

By reference to the law sought to be put upon 
us, 1t will be seen that the sale of ‘‘domestic wines 
or cider are not included as worthy subjects’ of 
prohibition condemnation. Their sale and use is 
graciously permitted. if the prohibitionists.are 
right, why should they be? Ifitis wrong to driak 
a light German, French, Spanish or other 
foreign wine, why is it not equally wrong to 
drink the heavy Georgia wine, the blackberry or 
the grape. to which, asis well known, alcohol is 
added in the manufacture? It is a well know fact 
that the domestic wines of the United States con- 
tain very much more alcohol than the foreign 
wines and for that reason are not in favor, Our 
domestic wines are much cheaperin price. The 
Californian wines are more in favor thau any 
other we have. Assuming that they are ‘‘domes- 
tic wines’’ and not subject to condemnation ua: 
der this law, about which there isdoubt, let us 
ree how they stand, One ofthe wine jurora for 
Great Britain atthe Vienna exposition in 1873, 
speaking of them, says; ‘The test- 
ing of certain Californian wines showed 
that the Sonoma og | white variety was the 
one which contained the smallest amount ofal- 
cohol, indicating asitdid under 15 percent of 
proof spirit, while the red wine gave 17%. The 
£0 called California hock showed as much as 24}, 
alifornia. port 31%, anda 
Muscat upwardsof 33,” I doe not find that any 
Georgia wipes wereon exhtbition there. Butas 
the state of California produced wine enough to 
export in 1873 alone 1,097,742 lions from that 
state’ot which only 38,657,according to that author- 
ity, went to Europe. I suppose the people there 
are as expert wine makers as any we have in Geor-
